Applicants hereby petition to invoke the supervisory authority of the Director in 
accordance with 37 CFR §1.181 so as to withdraw the erroneous holding of 
abandonment of the present application. 



FACTS 

Applicants' Attorney, the undersigned recently learned that the above- 
referenced application was in an abandoned status for allegedly not responding to 
an Office Action issued on January 25, 2002. Upon learning that the above- 
referenced application was in the abandoned status, the undersigned obtained 
copies of the filing receipt, January 25, 2002 Office Action and September 24, 2002 
Notice of Abandonment from the United States Patent and Trademark Office 
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records, said copies being attached herewith, so as to inspect them to determine the 
reason why the undersigned had not received the January 25, 2002 Office Action. 

Upon inspecting each of the above described documents it was learned that 
such documents were erroneously mailed to an incorrect correspondence address 
rather than the address of the undersigned used during the time of mailing the 
documents.
